Claim 6, page 13, line 9, "bais" should correctly be -bias-. 

Claim 14, page, 17, lines 3-5, "a power amplification circuit having an output 
terminal for receiving a high frequency signal as an input signal and outputting a signal 
according to the input signal;" should be read as - a power amplification circuit having 
input and output terminals, the input terminal for receiving a high frequency signal 
as an input signal and outputting a signal according to the input signal: - since the 
current claimed limitation appears to indicate that "an output terminal is receiving a high 
frequency signal."
